Most proſoumndly do we rejoice that it is so. 


It is not the province of a secular journal 
to engage in controversics which may 
exist in any church, or between different 


churches; but it certainly may notice any 


indications of a more intimate union, and a 
higher Christian development in different 


branches of the same church, as a part of 


the current history of the times. 

At the last meeting of the Presbyterian 
General Assemblies (Old and New School), 
it was recommended to the Churches con- 
nected with each, that the first week in 


January be observed as a season of fasting 
and prayer for the conversion of the world. 
The fast was kept last week by the Church- 

es in this city, and after Monday, union 
services of the Old and New School Pres- 
byterian Churches were held every after- 
noon, and evening, except Saturday even- 
ing. On Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 

day they were held in Rev. Dr. Patterson's 
Church, (N. S.) and on Friday and Satur- 
day in the North Presbyterian, Rev. Dr. 

Rice's, Church, which we need scarcely add 
is connected with the Old School Ass em- 
bly. So far as we know, this is the first 

time such a serviee has been held since the 

division of the Assembly in 1838, and it 

gives us pleasure to notice, that the Church- 

es of Chicago have had independence, 

shall we add, piety, enough to unite 

in such a meeting. The services 

were led alternately by the clergymen of 
the different churches, and on Wednesday 

evening, Dr. Rice preached one of the. 
ablest and most practical sermons it was 

ever our good fortune to hear. The meet- 

ings were fully attended, and were charac- 

terized hout by a kind and deeply 

devotional spirit, and if they have no other 

effect, will produce a better nnderstanding 

and a more fraternal spirit among those 

who attended them. The incident shows 
that great Christian progress has been made 
since 1854, when both General Assemblics 
being then in session in- the, city of Phila- 
delphia, one of them refused to engage 
in communion services with the other, and 
it marks the approach of the day when no 
clumay adjectives will be necessary to des- 
cribe the Presbyterian church. 


We shall not weary our readers by at- 


tempting a detail of the causes which di- 
vided the General Assembly in 1838. 
Slavery had not a little to do with it, and 
the party that became the Old School As- 
sembly were also decidedly opposed to the 
co-ope ratien of several Synods hie de- 
came a part of the New;School Church, 
with the Congregationalists in the Home 
Missionary work. That co-operation has 
now virtually ceased, and so far asthe New 
Sehool braneh of the Church is, concerned 
it oceupies very nearly an independent 
position. At the meeting of that Assembly 
in 1857, the Southern Churches, with per- 
haps a few exceptions in the border States, 
under the leadership of Dr. Ross, severed 
their connection with the Assembly, and 
since then its meetings have been free from 
slavery agitation—that theme ever so {fruit- 
fal in angry discussion and strife. Under 
the blessing of Heaven, the New School 
branch of the Church, appears now to 
possess every element of a vigorous and 
healthy development. 


Thus far the Old School Assembly has 


been able to keep down the Slavery ques- 
tion, but it is plain that discussion and 
probably division must come. Doctors 
Palmer and Thornwell preach an essen- 
tially different gospel from Dre. Rice and 
Spring, and it will surprise no one if in the 
next Assembly the Southern members 
should demand the repeal of the resolu- 
tion of 1818 on the Slavery question, and 
then the same result must inevitably follow 
that occurred in the New School Assem- 
bly in Cleveland in 1857. Should the 
Southern members withdraw, the Nerth- 
ern portion of the Church would not differ 
much in numbers from those connecied 
with the New Schoo] Chu.ch. The way 
would then be open for the Northern &. 
- tions to unite, and that they would do so; 
there can scarcely be a reasonable doubt. 
A precedent for such a course is furnished 
by the union of the Synods of New York 
and New Jersey in 1758, after a separation 
olf seventeen years, the happy results of 
which is abundantly proved in the subse- 


quent history of the Church. 


The Old and the New Schoo! Churches 


use precisely the same standards, they hold 
the same doctrines, and both their preach- 
ing and their practice are alike in every es- 
sential particular. They are in the chndi- 
tion ef two good men, who, having become 
alienated by some misunderstan ing, when 
mutual explanations are made, become 
warm friends, and wonder that matters so 
trivial could have so long kept them at va- 
riance. Dr. Lord and Dr. Rice preach 
precisely the same doctrines and the same 
gospel that Dr. Patterson and Mr. Hum- 
phrey preach. The only difference in their 
views, if any, relates to matters outside of 
their theological opinions and practice. 
Then why should not they and all their 
brethren “ dwell togethor in unity?” Let 
the useless adjectives,New and Old School, 
be buried out of sight forever. But per- 
haps we are transcending eur own duties, 
and attemyifag to preach to the preachers, 
and therefore we forbear. —

President Buchanan’s Special Message 
The following is the specia! iessage of Pre 

sident Buchanan, of which a ':rinf telegraphic 

synopsis was published in cur columns a few 

days since: 

To the Senate and House of iepresentatives : 

At the opening of your present session I 
ealled your attention to the rs which 
threatened the existence of the Union. I ex- 
pressed my opinion freely concerning the orig- 
inal causes of these re, and recommend- - 
ed sugh measures as [ believed would have the 
effect of tranquilizing the country—«ving it 
trom the peril in which it had been needlessly 
and most unfortunately thrown. 

Those opinions and recommendations I do 
not propose now to r . My own convic- 
tions upon the whole subject remain unchang- 
ed. The fact that a great calamity was impend- 

over the nation was, even at that time, ac- 

knowledged by every intelligent citizen. It had 
already made itself felt throaghout the length 
and breadth of the land. The necessary con- 
sequences of the alarm ‘thas prodpced were 
most deplorable. Importe fell off with a ra- 
pidity never known before, except in time of 
war, in the history of our foreign commerce. 
The 8 was unexpectediy left without 
means, which it had reasonably counted upon, 
to meet the public engagements. Trade was 
mye manufactures were stopped, the 

t public sceurities su@deniy sank iu tue 

‘market, every species of property depreciated 
more er lees, and thousands formen, who 

depended upon their daily laber for their daily 
bread, were turued out of employment. 

I deéply regret that I em not able to give 
you any information upon the state of the 
as which is more satisfactory than what I 
was then obliged to communicate. Ou the 
qontrary, matters are still worse at present 
than they then were. When Congress met, a 
strong hope pervaded the whole public miad 
that some amicable adjustment of the subject 
would be epeedily made by the representatives 
uf the States, which might restore peace be- 
tween the conflicting sections of th€country. 
That hope has been diminished by evéry hour 
of delay, aud as the prospect of a bloodicss 
eetticment fades away the public distress be 
chines more and more aggravated. As an evi- 
dence of this it is only necessary to say the 
treasury notes authorized by the act of the [7th 
of December last were advertised according to 
law, and that no responsible bidder offe to 
take any considerable sum at par at a lower 
rate of interest than twelve per cent. 

From these facts it appears that, lu a govern- 
ment organized like ours, domestic strife, or 
even a well-grounded fear of civil hostilit es. 
is more destructive to our public and private 
interests than the most formidable foreign 
war. 

In my annual m e 1 expressed the con- 
vietion, which I h-ve long deliberately held, 
and which recent reflection has only tended to 
detper. and confirm, that no State has the right 
by its own act to secede from the Union, or 
‘throw off its federal obligations at pleasure. I 
also declared my opinion to be that, even if 
that right existed, and should be exercised by 
any State in the Confederacy, the executive 
department of this Government had no au- 
therity under the Constitution to recognize its 
validity by acknowledging the independence 
of such State. This left me no alternative, as 
the chief executive officer under the Con- 
stitution of .the United States, but to 
collect the publie revenues and protect the 
public property, so far as this. might be 
practicable under existing laws. This is still 
my Purpose. My province is to execute, not 
to make the laws. It belongs to Congress ex- 
clus 75 to repeal, modify or enlarge their pro- 
visions to meet exigencies as they may occur. 
‘I possess no dispensing power. I certainly 
bal no right to make aggressive war upon any 
State, and I am perfecily satisfied that the 
Constitution bas 3 withheld that power 
even from Congress. ut the righi and the 
duty to use military force defensively, against 
those who resist fhe Federal officers in the ex- 
ecution of their legal functions, and against 
those who aseail the property of the Federal 
is clear and undeniable. But the 
dangerous and hosifle attitude of the States 
towards each other has already far transcended 
and cast Into the shade the ordimary executive 
duties already provided for by law, and has as- 
sumed such vast and alarming proportions as 
to place the subject entirely above aad beyond 
executive control 

fact cannot be disguised that we are in 
the midst of a great revolution. Therefore, I 
cummend the estion to Congress, as the 
only buman tribunal under Providence, pos- 
sefsing the power to meet the existing emer- 
gency. To them exclusively belongs the pow- 
er to declare war, or to authorize the employ- 
ment of military force in all cases contemplated 
by the Constitution, and they alone possess 
the power to remove all the grievances which 
might lead to war, and to secure peace and 
vuujon to this distracted country. On them, 
and on them alone, rests the responsibility. 
The Union is a sacred trust, left by our revo- 
latio fathers for their descendants, and 
never did any other 12 inherit so rich a 
legacy. It bas rendered us prosperous in 
I cand triumphant in war. The national 
we bony floated in glory over every sea, and 
under its ow American citizens have found 
prptection and respect in all lands beneath the 
sub. If we descend to considerations of pure 
ly material Interest, when, in the history of all 
me, has a confederacy been beund together 
by such at ties of mutual interest?
